Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 1-20 under 35 USC 112, first 
paragraph and the rejection of claims 1-3, 6, and 7 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Queen et al (US 2003/0036498). 
Note that, as Indicated by the Office action summary sheet included in the Office action mailed 6/16/05, claims 19 and 20 were rejected; 
these claims should have been rejected under 35 USC 103 as being unpatentable over Llbrizzi (US 6,514,918) and under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-23 of copending Application No. 10/840417 and claims 1-4, 6-18, 
and 20-23 of US application 10/840418 which were Inadvertently left out of the rejection. Additionally, the Examiner maintains that 
claims 9 and 14 of Llbrizzi (US 6,514,918) suggest compositions containing the required components in amounts greater than 70% by 
weight (adding upper limits of the components) which would suggest compositions having 30% by water or less as recited by the instant 
daims.
